Washington, March 4.—Within the 
hour following the close of the sixty- 
first congress President Taft had issued 
a& proclamation calling the new con- 
@ress to meet in extraordinary session 
at noon Tuesday, April 4. 

At that time he will submit for rati- 
fication to a house overwhelmingly 
democratic and to a senate barely re- 
publican, the reciprocity agreement 
with Canada. The McCall bill, carrying 
that agreement into effect and’ passed 
by the house, met today at the hands 


of the old senate the death that had; 


been freely predicted for it, 
Taft Witnessed Obsequies. 

The president, well warned, if not en- 
tirely reconclled the fate in store 
for the measure, was at the capital to 
witness the obsequies. The bill was 
not allowed at any time to come up in 
the senate for a moment's considera- 
tion. 

The permanent tariff board bi, 
forced to its passage through a reluc- 
tant senate at 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. was hurried over to the house, 
there to be strangled by a democratic 
filibuster. The president, in the room 
reserved for him in the senate lobby, 
heard the news with resignation. Con- 
gress provided funds, to continue the 
work of the temporary tariff board for 
another year.

Aer Giving Up Seat in the 


Senate, Texan Quickly With- 
draws Resignation, 


BAILEY WAS ENRAGED 
DY DEMOCRATIC SNUBS 


Because Democratic Senators 
Repudiated His Leadership, 
Bailey Concluded to Quit. 
Governor : Colquitt Wouldn’t 
Accept Bailey’s Resignation, 
and the Senator Decided to 
Stay in the Senate. 


Washington, March 4.—Senator Jo- 
seph W. Balley added to the excitement 
and to the extraordinary episodes sur- 
rounding the adjournment of the sixty- 
first congress today by resigming his 
office as senator from the state of Tex- 
as and a few hours later withdrawing 
his resignatipn. 

Angered by Democrats. 

Angered by the attitude of his demo- 
cratic colleagues in favoring thd reso- 
lution approving the new constitution 
of Arizona, to whose radical features 
Mr. Bailey had declared his undying 
Opposition, he wrote his resignation 
and took it to the vice president with 
the request that he announce it to the 
senate. 

Mr. Sherman declined to have any- 
thing to do with it. Senator Bacon,, 
importuned in like manner to an-' 
nounce, took a similar position. There- 
upon the Texan telegraphed it to Gov- 
ernor O. B. Colquitt, of Texas, who 
promptly refused to accept it, replying 
as follows: 

“I decline to accept your resignation 
as a senator from Texas and respect- 
fully ask you to withdraw it. Please 
wire fully.” 

Meanwhile, the resignation was a 
subject of excited discussion about the 
capitol, many of Mr. Bailey's demo- 
cratic colleagues expressed surprise at 
his action, and those who talked with 
him urged him to reconsider his ac- 
tion. Not a few prophesied that he 
would think differently of his decision 
“after he cools off,” and would with- 
draw the resignation. : 

Statement by Bailey. 

Ile did withdraw it and this eve- 
ning made public the telegram sent 
by him to Governor Colquitt: 

“You know how unalterably I am 
opposed to those populistic heresies, 
known as the iInitlative, referendum 
and recall, and I would not be willing 
tO remain in ‘tthe senate or in any 
branch of the public service if a ma- 
jority of the party friends associated 
with me were willing to give their ap- 
proval to them. 

“I construed the vote of the demo- 
cratic senators in the senate this 
morning on the resolution approving 


will| ‘he constitution of Arizona as giving 


to these vagaries, and 
under that impression I promptly ten- 
dered my resignation. The ablest and 
most conspicuous democrats who voted 
that way have given me thelr assur- 
ance that they did not intend their 
votes to be so construea and have 
made, through Senator Bacon, a state- 
ment in the open senate declaring that 
they utterly disapprove them. 

“Under these circumstances and at 
their earnest request, as well as at 
your own request, supplemented by 
many messages from my friends in 
Texas and some from other states, I 
have concluded to withdraw my res- 
ignation. I am willing to work to the 
imit of my strength as long as I can 
serve the public, and at the same time 
obey what I understand to be the

W. E. Wimpy yesterday sold his 
home at 263 Peachtree to the Lowen- 
stein Investment Company for $50,000, 
just two and one-half times as much 
as he paid for it less than three years 
ago. The sale was made through E. G. 
Black, the well-known = real 
man, with offices in the Atlanta Na- 
tional Bank building. 

The lot on which the Wimpy home 
stands is on the east side of Peach- 
tree, directly in front of.the new Capi- 
tal iCty Club building. It hag a frort- 
age of 49 feet on Peachtree and a 
depth of 200 feet. This puts the price 
paid at $940 per front foot, a record for 
property in this vicinity. 

The investment company secured 
possession of the property through a 
lease bought on February 1 by E. G. 
Black. Mr. Black recently sold this 
option to the investment company, and 
it was taken up Saturday. The com- 
pany bought the propeerty as an in- 
vestment, and in spite of the figure 
paid, the officers feel that prices in 
this vicinity have just begun..to rise.

TRADES BUILDING 
TO COST $300,000 


Ten-Story. Structure for 
Forsyth Street. 


Realty Trust Co. Will Start 
Work Within Few Weeks on 
Concrete Building--Permanent 
Exhibit of Georgia’s Resources 
Will Be Feature.

Work on a 10-story, $300,000 trades 
building at the southwest corner of 
Forsyth and Fairlie streets, which is 
to be built by a syndicate organized 
by the ‘Realty Trust Company, will be 
begun almost immediately. Papers 
assuring the erection of this building 
were signed yesterday afternoon, and 
ground for the building will be broken 
within a few weeks. 

The new building will be easily the 
largest in the city. It will have a 
frontage of 100 feet on Forsyth street, 
filling the entire block from’ the Realty 
Trust Company’s building to James 
street. On James street it will have 
a frontage of 200 feet, running all 
the way to Fairlie, and on the latter 
street it will also have 100 feet front- 
age. The lot’ has been leased from 
Mrs. J. M. High,’ the owner, for 99 
years with the privilege of purchase. 

Of reinforced concrete construction, 
the exterior will be of dark brick in 
keeping with the present Forsyth the- 
ater building, which it will join and 
with which it will be connected. Front- 
ing 100 feet on North Forsyth, this 
new trades building will extend along 
James street with a frontage of 200 
feet, giving a full 100 feet frontage 
on both Fairlie and Forsyth streets. 

Owing to the elevation on North 
Forsyth street, the 100 feet frontage on 
Fairlie wtll provide a natural base- 
ment on Forsyth, where four modern 
stores will front on this new retail 
thoroughfare of Atlanta.

Trouble Is Ahead for 
Greene and Gaynor. 


Benjamin D. Greene and John F. 
Gaynor, noted prisoners, charged with 
defrauding the United States govern- 
ment by conspiracy in the work on 
the Savannah harbor, will appear be- 
fore United States Commissioner Col- 
quitt on Tuesday and ask him to allow 
them to take the pauper’s oath.

It is reported that Assistant Attor- 
ney General Erwin, who featured so 
prominently in the conviction cf Greene 
and Gaynor, has been busy at work 
recently in an effort to uncover the 
wealth he believes they still possess., 
If sufficient evidence can be obtained 
there will be another trial.

How They Reword Men in 
Steel Mills of Pittsburg for 
Turning Out More Work. 


John A. Fitch, writing in the March 
American Magazine about the terrible 
strain put upon the employees in the 
steel mills of Pittsburg, describes as 
follows, how the men are “speeded 
up” and urgeqa to turn out more work: 

“These men are paid by the ton, and 
that in itself is a stimulus to increase 
activity. But this alone would never 
have been sufficient to bring out the 
speed achieved today. A gang system 
makes sy goa easier. vach man in 
a gang has to keep up with the others, 
and one gang has to measure up to 
the speed of the gang before. The 
furnaces can drive the roll hands and 
they, in turn, can push the shearmen. 
The steel has to be kept moving. Put 
a strong, swift man at the heed of the 
first gang and the steel does its own 

vin 
Dur other stimul! .are called into 
play. A system of comparisons was 
put into effect long ago and the pride 
of the men was worked upon. When 
one gang broke a record it was told 
throughout the mill and the other 
gangs were spurred to equal it or 
make a new one. In the same way 
mills an@ superintendents were pitted 
against each other, and records were 
made again and again, only to be 
broken by new ones. In each case the 
record became the normal thing, the 
thing demanded. Anything less was 
condemned as not up to the standard, 
In the Carnegie Steel Company, March 
and October are known as ‘record 
months. Machinery and men are 
speeded to the limit in the hope of es- 
tablishing new records of outputs. If 
a crew. breaks a record, each man gets

It w from 
the pen of Elizabeth Keckley, a bright- 
ey thin-lipped, rezular-featured 
colored woman, who In the early part 
of the war was the confidential maid 
of Mrs. Jefferson Davis in Richmond, 
and in the closing years of strife was 
the confidential maid of Mrs. Lincoln 
in Washington. She had taken ad- 
vantage of her position in each family 
to preserve personal letters On social 
and other topics in government circlés, 
and the extracts given from the let- 
ters excited public curiosity and cre 
ated a large sale for the book. I saw 
the letters ang know that they were 
genuine. It is difficult to say what 
would have happened had they fallen 
into the hands of a modern muckrake’. 

Mary Toad, whe was brought up in 
the aristocratic atrnosphere o. Lexing- 
ton. Ky., would never have become the 
wife of Lincoln had both remained in 
the state in which they were born. So 
cial barriers were too strong for that. 
The poor boy of the cabin could not 
have found an opportunity to meet o:

Man's Atonement Enti- 
tles Him to Pardon. 


Leading Atlantans Voice the 
General Sentiment That the 
Danville Chief of Police 
Shculd Be Given Executive 
Clemency. 


—_— 


If public opinion, widespread and 
forceful, has power to procure execu- 
tive clemency, Edgar Stripling, Dan- 
ville’s former chief of police, will*soon 
be a free man under the law. 

For, almost without exception every 
man and woman in Atlanta is in favor 
of the granting of the pardon, while 
some feel so strongly on the subject 
that ‘they are ready to start petitions 
and all in every way possible in se- 
curing Stripling's freedom. 

The story of this modern Valjean 
is being discussed everywhere, in the 
offices, onethe streets and in the 
homes, ang the great majority of peo- 
ple say “Give him a pardon.” 

Woulg Gladly Sign Petition. 

Arnold Broyles, clerk or the su- 
perior court, expressed — as fol- 
lows: 

“If the statements made ie Stripling 
as to the motive of the shooting are! 
true, I certainly think that he should | 
be granted a pardon, 
gladly sign a petition 
for him.” 

Victor L. Smith, the well-known 
lawyer, says that there is no reason 
which would“"warrant the imprison- 
ment of Stripling. “The purpose of 
the law is the protectton of society 
and the regeneration of the criminal. 
The very word penitentiary means to 
make ‘penitent,’ and Stripling has al- 
ready shown that he has no need of 
reform inside of prison walls. Even 
the federal government nowadays is 
paroling its prisoners, no matter what 
the crime, if, after a sufficiently long 
period, it feels that the prisoner is no 
longer harmful to society. Stripling 
should certainly be pardoned.” 

Walter P. Andrews, president of the 
Young Men's Democratic League, has 
expressed a strong desire to see 
Stripling pardoned. 

“No good would come of his tm- 
prisonment as farvas the state is con- 
cerned,’ said Mr. Andrews, “and the 
man has fully proven his desire and 
ability to live as the law requires. Ue 
has been a good citizen for fourteen 
years and his record entitles him to a 
pardon.” 

Mr. Candler for Pardon. 

Asa G. Candler says: “The pardon 
should be granted. It will do nobody 
any good for Stripling to be put in the 
penitentiary, and he has a wife and 
children dependent upon him. From a 
broag and philanthropic standpoint, ie 
certainly ought to be pardoned. Of 
course the deterring influence of the 
faw must always be upheld, but thea 
extenuating circumstances in this case 
certainly warrant the granting of a 
pardon.” 

Mayor Courtland 8. Winn said brief- 
ly, but emphatically: 

“If I were govetnor I would give 
he man a pardon. I think that he is 
entitled to. it.” 

R. F. Maddox says: “While I do 
not approve of anything that tends to 
lessen the restraining influences of 
the law, I feel that Stripling’s fourteen 
years of good, clean citizenship have 
proven that he is not a menace to so- 
ciety, and as the object of the law, 
especially in its modern interpretation, 
is to reform the criminal as far as 
possible as well as protect society, 
think that Stripling should be given 
pardon.”

Wilmer says “So far as

doned. The object of punishment is not 
revenge; and if we could get all the 
prisoners who are now in the peniten- 
tiary to come out and live as Stripling 
has lived for the past fourteen years, 
it would be much better for the state.” 

Colonel W. L. Peel expressed himself 


as follows: “If I were governor I 


'woulq have given that man a pardon 


before nightfall of Friday. He has be- 
haved himself, has proven that he re- 
spects and obeys the laws, and in the 
first place, he had provecation. He 
has led an upright and useful life, and 
he most certainly should be given a 
pardon.” 

These are a few expressions from 
prominent Atlantans on the subject, 
and they are opinions which but echo 
the general thought and feeling in 
the community. 

There ts no question that a strong 
petition will soon go to the governor 
urging Stripling's pardon. 

“Of course, I know nothing of Edgar 
Stripling’s case other than what I have 
seen in the papers,” said Secretary of

commissioner and the facts are as 
stated, I would feel strongly inclined to 
grant him a pardon. His fourteen years 
of good behavior and usefulness entitle 
him to some consideration, and the fact 
that he stands so high in the estima-

Columbus, Ga., March 4.—(Special.) 
Deeply ‘touched by the many expres- 
Sions of sympathy and encouragement 
from friends in Georgia and Virginia, 
and confident in the hope that he wil) 
soon be at, liberty, Bdgar Stripling, 
until ‘three days ago ‘chief of* police 
at Danville, Va., is in Muscogee county 
jail, outlining a vigorous campaign to 
secure his relief. 

‘T believe that within thirty or sixty 
days I will be free to go,” he told The 
Constitution’s representative. 

“I have always wanted to be able 
to comeback to old Georgia and never 
could .be reconciled to having to stay 
away.” 

Today Stripling engaged as his lead- 
ing attonney T. T. Miller, a prominent 
Columbus lawyer, and other counsel 
will probably be retajned. 

Petitions to Be Widely Circulated. 

A petition is to be circulated in Har- 
ris, Troup and Meriwether counties, 
Georgia,and in Danville, Va., asking the 
prison board and the governor to grant 
a pardon in the case. 

Sheriff Middlebrooks

and placed him in Muscogee jail, hav- 
ing previously arranged with the au- 
thorities here for the detention of the 
prisoner jat this point for the time be- 
ing. 

in the meantime the prison commis- 
sion will be asked to assign Stripling 
to some jail until disposition is made 
of the case on Monday. 

Attorney T. T. Miller and R. O. 
sulloch, a citizen of Chipley, will go 
before the prison commission and make 
the preliminary arrangements for pre- 
senting the appeal to the body, prob- 
ably asKing suspension of the court 
sentence until the case can be heard. 

Stripling Visited by Kinsmen.

Further- 
more, Mr.,.Hornaday, believes that in 
civilized countries wild game is not 
necessary for food. 

“For several years past,” he says, 
‘‘the sentiment against the sale of wild 
game has been growing, but thus far 
it has not really crystallized into thor- 
cughly decisive form. At last a well- 
known game protector has decided to 
take the bull by the horns. Senator 
Bayne has given the bill a most cor- 
dial reception. Unless all signs fail 


of high-class sportsmen and im- 
mediately become popular. 

“The action joposed by this meas- 
ure cannot come a moment too soon. 
It is fairly beyond question that the 
killing of wild game for the market, 
and its sale both in the open season 
and cut of sason, are responsible for 
the disappearance of at least 50 per 
cent of our stock of American feath- 
ered game.

Evading the Colorado sheriff. Mor- 
gan, as he was known in that section, 
went direct to Chicago.

DEMOCRATIC FILIBUSTER 
DEFEATED BILL IN ROUSE 


When Republicans Saw What 
They Were Up Against, the 
Measure Was Withdrawn. 
The Filibuster in the House 
Was One of Most Riotous 
Ever Seen.

Washington, March 4.—The tariff 
board bill, passed by the senate short- 
ly after 8 o’clock.this morning, was 
withdrawn and eliminated by the house 
at 11°45 a. m., after one of the most 
riotous filibusters seen in that body 
for years. The withdrawal was for- 
mally made by Republican Leader 
Payne. 

The filibuster began with the first 
movement to put through the tariff 
board measure under an agreement 
limiting debate. The democrats ob- 
jected to the consideration of the 
measure and started a series of roll 
calls, which defeated it. 

All appearance of order was fre- 
quently lost in the house. Speaker 
Cannon repeatedly ordered the ser- 
geant-at-arms to drive members back 
into their seats. 

How Deficiency Bill Was Saved. 

The deficiency appropriation bil] was 
Saved by a parliamentary move unex- 
pected by the democrats. Chairman 
Tawney, of the appropriations com- 
mittee, was recognized Speaker 
Cannon between the first and second 
calls of the roll on one of the demo- 
cratic motions. Through this means 
he had the conference report up for 
consideration before the democrats 
could head it off and the defeat of the 
bill by the time limit was avoided. 

As the hour for adjournment ap- 
proached inability to get a favorable 
vote on the bill became most appar- 
ent. Mr. Payne asked the friends of 
the tariff board measure to join him 
in vacating the so-called gag reso- 
lution and the tariff board bill was 
formally eliminated from considera- 
tion. At 11:46 a. m. the hands of the 
clock were turned back half an hour 
to permit disposition of pending mat- 
ters. 
BY A PARTY VOTE SENATE 

PASSES TARIFF BOARD BILL 

Washington, March 4.—The senate 
today passed the permanent tariff 
board bill by a vote of 56 to 23. The 
end of the long fight for this board, 
strongly recommended by President 
Taft, came at 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. At that hour tne vice president 
directed the clerk to call the roll. 
Several democratic senators were on 
their feet clamoring for recognition 


at the time and there was much con- 
fusion. The vice president declined 
to recognize, asserting that debate 
was not in order. 

Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, declined 


} 


to be taken off his feet, and insisted 
upon making a statement while the 
clerk was taking the vote. 

Vote Along Party Lines. 

The vote was along party lines, the 
republicans, insurgents and regulars 
alike, voting for the bill, with but two 
exceptions, and the democrats gen- 
erally opposing it. Senators Bulkeley, 
ot Connecticut, and Heyburn, of Idaho, 
were the republicans who recorded 
themselves against the bill. Five dem- 
ocrats voted for it as follows: 

Clarke of Arkansas, Newlands of 
Nevada, Owen of Oklahoma, Thornton 
of Louisiana and Chamberlain of Or- 
egon. 

As soon as the result was announced 
Senator Bailey arose and stated that 
he had not voted because he did not 
believe the vote had been properly 
ordered. He said he would have voted

Senator Stone, of Missouri, moved 
to reconsider the vote.

After an all-night session, an adjourn- 
ment was ordered until 8 o'clock.

The most successful negro farmers’ 
meeting ever held in north Georgia has 
just closed at Jeruel academy, ten 
counties being represented by more 
than two hundred industrious negro 
farmers, who have shown an intense 
desire to learn more about their call- 
ing, and to make themselves more use- 
ful in the various counties.

To the criticism that the opera is 
not “American,” one writer says: 

“Perhaps some of the learned dissent- 
ers will arise to explain how ‘Madame 
Butterfly’ is Japanese, or how ‘Manon 
Lescant’ is French.” And continuing, he 
says: “It is q safe gamble to assert 
that none of those who find this opera 
un-American have -the fainest and 
vaguest idea of tine atmosphere of 
that mining camp during the days of 
the gold fever. 

“If Puccini’s music fits the Belasco 
action, then the artist has achieved 
his task. And it certainly does fit 
the action. It reflects every mood oi: 
this rough tale, mirrors every senti- 
ment that is lcosed by the dramatist. 

“The composer himself declared 
that the question of locale or national- 
ity did not concern himinhe selec- 
tion of his libretto, and that he was 
attracted to the story only because 
of its elemental strength, its rugzed 
types, crass contrasts and furious con- 
flicts of passion.’”’ 

Another article says: 

“Puccini has used rag-time rhythm 
to indicate the approach of Johnson, 
the road agent. This ought to ap- 
pease those who search for operatic 
notes in the eye of this score. Also 
there are some fine sentimental bursts 
for which this composer is famous. 
And for those who weep for the de- 
cline of easy-fii. win me'ody, they will 
find here a waltz tune that is bound 
to be really popular music before the 
opera is a’ month old,” 

Another interesting bit of descrip- 
tion says that the opera in comparison 
with Puccini's earlier works, is: char- 
acterized by the “same deft and clever 
instrumentation, now heightened sev- 
eral degrees through the added har- 
monic daring With which all modern 
orchestral writers feel that they may 
move since Strauss widened the bound- 
aries of tonality and Debussy per- 
formed the same seryice for our form- 
er rigorous scale,” 

The Atlanta Production. 


When the opera js put on in Atlanta 
in April, it is not Hkely that Puccini 
will be here, nor even Belasco, but the 
New York production in every other 
respect is assured. 

The part of the girl will be taken by 
Emmy Destinn, who has never been 
heard here, but is one of the strong- 
est members of the Metropolitan force 
of singers. Caruso takes the part of 
Jack Johnson; and the critics were 
united in asserting that his work from 
the dramatic standpoint i- the best 
he has ever done. 

Amato, the Baritone, with whom 
many Atlanta people were more de- 
lighted during the opera season last 
year than with any of the other 
celebrities, is the sheriff, and his work 
is declared to be the most artistic 
feature of the production.

“Humperdinck has composed in the 
opera no great single numbers that 
the audience carries away on its lips. 
Yet no one will deny the spell of this 
melodious ge, if he has in his 
heart any love for the poetic. The 
Score is decidedly agnerian in a 
thousand little reminiscent ways, while 
of the moderns there is no trace or 
suggestion whatever. The composer 
asks of his orchestral instruments that 
and he never allows them 
to explode. ‘Koenigskinder’ must thus 
be a happy relief to the ears of those 
opera-goers who resent the slamming 
and banging of the modern orchestra 
when playing most modern music."’

The Thriving Saloon Business 
Among the Stéel Workers 


of Pittsburg. 


In an article in the March American ' 
Magazine, Mr. John A. Fitch describes 
the life of the employees of the steel 
mills of Pittsburg, among whom he has 
just spent a year. Heé tells of the ter- 


rible strain under which they are driven | 


in the mills, and explains that their 
only recreation is to,e found in the 
saloons. As proof of/ g thriving busi- 
ness the saloons enjqg Mr. Fitch says: 
“McKeesport was/ city of about 40,- 
0@0 population, anf there were sixty- 
nine saloons. On/ fe Thursdays pre- 
ceding the sem/ monthly pay days, 
which fall or DPadays and Saturdays, 
the three leadin/j saloon keepers of the 
city drew frogs their bank accounts 
from $1,200 to/71,500 each in dollar bills 
and smell denominations, to be used as 
change. Other saloon keepers drew 
varying amounts, and the total thus 
drawn each fortnight was over $60,000. 
On the Mondays after pay days the 
sploon keepers usually deposited double 
the amount drawn. These perlodic 
leaps in deposits never failed to coin- 
cide with pay days, and the inevitable 
conclusion is that about $60,000 of steel 
workers’ wages are regularly expended 
in the saloon within the next two days.”

While the section meetings are in 
progress the resolutions committee of 
the congress will also be in session in 
order to correlate the thought of each 
section, as shown by its resolutions or 
affirmnations, so that the great bases of 
southern progress, prosperity and 
higher development may be set forth 
by the resolutions committee at the 
night session of March 10. 

The closing session, Friday evening, 
March 10, appropriately deals with the 
south’s -higher thought. This one ses- 
sion alone has enough interest in it to 
pull crowds to Atlanta; but when 
taken in connection with all that has 
preceded it, it serves to make the pro- 
gram unmatchable. 

The “South’s Higher Thought in Law” 
will be spoken to by secretary Dickin- 
son. His subject is “The Enforcement 
of Law in the South.” 

Secretary Dickinson was born in 
1851, in Columbus, Miss. Graduated 
from the University of Nashville and 
studied law in New York, Paris and 
Lelipzig.: He was assistant attorney 
general of the United States from 1895 
to 1897. In 1903 he appeared as counsel 
for the United States before the Alas- 
Kan boundary tribunal in London. He 
took the oath of office as secretary of 
war March 12, 1909. 

The “South’s Higher Thought in Edu- 
cation” will be spoken to by Dr. Henry 
S. Hartzog, of Arkadelphia, Ark. His 
topic will be “The South’s Educational 
Obligation.” 

The “South’s Higher Thought in Citi- 
zenship’’ will be spoken to by the Hon. 
Woodrow Wilson, formerly president 
of Princeton university and now gov- 
ernor of New Jersey. His subject will 
be “The Citizen and the State.” It is 
not generally known, yet it is a fact, 
that Governor Wilson practiced law in 
Atlanta, Ga., in '82 and ’83. 

Dr. Woodrow Wilson was born in 
Staunton, Va., in 1856. He graduated 
from Princton in 1879 and was a law 
student in the University of Virginia 
1879 and 1880. He took the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy from Johns Hop.- 
kins university in 1876. He practiced 
law in Atlanta, Ga., 1882 and 1883, be- 
came the professor of palitical econ- 
omy at Bryn Mawr 1885 to 1888, then 
Wesleyan university 1888 to 1890. In 
that year he became the professor of 
jurisprudence and politics in Princeton, 
and in 1902 became president of Prince- 
ton. He resigned in the fall of 1909, 
prior to his campaign for governor of 
New Jersey. He has been a prolific 
writer on historical and political sub- 
jects. 

On the same night, George Westing- 
house will speak on “Electricity in the 
Development of the South.” George 
Westinghouse, the famous inventor of 
the airbrake, was, during the war be- 
tween the states, a member of the 
Twelfth New York infantry for thirty 
days, then for eighteen months with 
the Sixteenth New York cavalry, and 
then six months an engineer in the 
navy. Fifty years afterwards he joins 
with the south in celebrating the 
south’s victory of peace. His inven- 
tions in relation to the long-distance 
transmission of electricity have made 
him a benefactor of the south in a very 
marked degree, since only by such in- 
ventions could the south utilize to its 
advantage the tremendous, but fre- 
quently remote, water powers of the 


Just prior to the closing speech by 
President Taft, the great affirmations 
of the south brought together by the 
deliberations of the section meetings , 
will be set forth for the consideration 
of the world, and will serve as an 
admirable background for the speech 
of President Taft, who has taken for 
his topic the naw widely known slogan 
of the Southern Commercial Congress, 
“A Greater Nation Through. a Greater 
South.”

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COTTON SEED OIL TO GET 
PRAISE FROM CONGRESS 


At the sessions of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress in Atlanta, March 8, 
9 and 10, it is expected that the cot- 
ton seed oil industry, already one of 
the largest and best known through- 
out the world, will come in for its full 
share of praise when Hon: James Wil- 
son, secretary of agriculture in Presi- 
dent Taft’s cabinet, delivers his ad- 
dress on the opening day upon “The 
Agricultural Obligation. of the South.” 
Notwithstanding the fact that the low- 
ly cotton seed was a few years ago 
a despised by-product of King Cotton, 
it now occupies one of the foremost 
places in the development of the new 
south, and’ as such will come in for 
its due praise at this congress, which 
is to be attended by so many notables. 

The industrial records of the south 
show that the cotton seed of] industry 
is revolutionizing conditions in many 
sections and in rery instance greatly 
improving them. Nor is this fame 
confined to the south, the exclusive 
home of the cotton seed by-products 
production, but has traveled far and 
wide, Europe being among the first 
and foremost to fully appreciate these 
by-products and import them in large 
quantities. 

On account of the great love of the 
European for oll as a cooking fat and 
salad dressing great quantities of cot- 
ton seed oi] are shipped abroad for 
this purpose each season, but in re- 
cent years the people of this country, 
particularly the south, have awakened 
to the superior excellence of a pure 
vegetable oil over animal grease, and 
great quantities of it are consumed in 
this country, with increasing domestic 


demand. 
In the same way the fact that cot- 


ton seed meal as a cattle feed is richer 
in protein and less expensive than 
other feeds has caused the dairymen 
and cattle raisers abroad to import 
great ship loads of it from the south 
each year.. But now the south, too, 
has awakened to the value of this 
feedstuff and more than ever the south 
is turning to dairying, cattle raising 
and with this splendid feedstuff right 
at home is making a splendid suc- 
cess with the undertaking. 

In anticipation of the many address- 
es to be made upon southern agricul- 
ture, southern industries and kindred 
subjects, it is expected that there will 
be a large attendance of the members 
of the Cotton Seed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion of Georgia and near-by states at 
this congress.

The Harriman railroads have, it is 
announced, decided to largely increase 
their advertising expenditure during 
the year, and have set aside $1,250,000 
for this purpose, thus demonstrating 
that the policy long pursued by these 
roads, with its marvelously fruitful 
results, is to be continued. It could 
hardly -be otherwise. When once a 
railroad system or any other great 
business organization, has after a few 
years of successful and comprehensive 


expenditure tested the value of pub- 


licity there is no Ukelihood of its 
discontinuing it; or, at least, if un- 
wise management should result in de- 
creased advertising expenditure, it will 
immediately be followed by a falling 
off in business. That is the universal 
testimony of those who have tried it. 

The wonderful progress of the terri- 
tory tributary to the Harriman sys- 
tem, and the equally wonderful pros- 
perity of that system are necessarily, 
to a large extent, due to the broad 
advertising campaign which for years 
has marked its policy. 

The accompanying table, compiled 
by The Manufacturers’ Record from the 
official reports of railroads to the 
interstate commerce commission, 
throws a great light upon railroads 
and railroad management. The pre- 
eminent position of the Union Pacific 
road with its $805,000 expenditure for 
advertising for 1910, or an average of 
$128 per mile, and the expenditure by 
the Southern Pacific, a part of the 
same system, of $680,402 for the year, 
or an average of $70 per mile, are 
striking illustrations of the recogni- 
tlon of the managers of these two 
roade—part of one great system—of 
the power of advertising, and are like- 
wise the clearest posible reasons for 


the dmazing development which has 
marked the country tributary to them.

be borne in mind. It was:but a few 
years ago when the Union Pacific. was 
a bankrupt railroad—bankrupt phys- 
ically and financially, and when, much 
of the country through which it passed 
was undeveloped. It should also be 
rememebred that the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific pass through 
hundreds of miles of dreary desert 
which can nevér be developed or pop- 
ulated to any great extent. If this 
vast desert region should be eliminated 
the amount expended per muie for the 
good territory tributary to these roads 
would be far in excess of the figures 
named.

Here is a .country of 
which earth has no equal, for it pos- 
sesses a variety of advantages that 
can nowhere else be duplicated. I¢ is 
worthy, theréforte, of the widest pos- 
sible publicity. It is worthy of the 
broadest work thet the greatest finan- 
cial and railroad powers of the worid 
car give, for the proper cultivation of 
this field would bring larger returns 
than have been won for themiselves and 
their country by the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific in their matchless 
work in behalf of the-development of 
their territory. 

A Poor Excuse. 

Some railroad officials operating in 
the south undertake to say that~the 
southern roads cannot carry on the 
same comprehensive advertising as the 
western and racific coast roads, be- 
cause they own no land for sale or for 
colonization purposes.

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Wien one contrasts the growth of 
the Pacifico coast through the power of 
this advertising, in population and in 
wealth, with the progress of other sec- 
tions, he necessarily gets 4 clearer 
view of the reasons why the Pacific 
coast and the territory tributary to 
these roads have been leading the 
United States in material advancement. 

In contrast with the expenditure last 
year of $1,485,000 by the Union Pacific 
and the Southern Pacific for advertis- 
ing purposes, the showing made by 
most of the railroads of the south is 
pitiably sunell. Against an average 
expenditure of $128 per mile by the 
Union Pacific, the Southern railway 
shows an average of only $11 per mile, 
the Atlantic Coast Line $135, the Sea-

Until the own- 
ers, the men who control the securi- 
tiles of southern road¢, comé to an 
appreciation o fthe situation, not much 
much more ¢an be expected than is 
now being done, and that ‘it pitiably 
little. The officials of southern rail- 
roads are necessarily handicapped, be- 
cause the security holders are con- 
stantly demanding the smallest possi- 
ble expenditures and the largest pos- 
sible income.

The two Harriman roads named, ag- 


gregating 16,050 miles, expended last 


year $1.485.000 for advertising, while 


eleven of the main railroads of the 
central south. from Virginia to Missis- 
sippi. hhaving an aggregate mileage of 
expended only $535.499. If we 
omit the Louisville and Nashville, 
which makes a much better record 
than most of the other southern roads, 
though even that does not expend for 
advertising one-third as much as it 
ought to do, the other roads named 
have a total mileage of 273,787 and ex- 
pended $392,499. In other words, with 
a mileage nearly four times as great 
as that of the Union Pacific, these ten 
southern roads expended considerably 
lees-than one-half as much as the Un- 
ion Pacific ecxpended for advert'‘sing 
purposes.

the action of the Union Pacific in its 
great advertising campaign, carried 
On year after year, is typical of the 
policy shown in its recent decision to 
spend $75,000,000 for the double-track- 
ing of this road. Faith begets faith. 
Works beget works. If the owners 
of southern railroads, having more at 
stake than any other people, show 
limited faith and narrow vision in the 
development of their rooads and in ex- 
penditures for attracting attention to 
the country. the effect necessarily 
minimizes the initiative and the lib- 
eraly of vuther southedn organ'!zations 
and soutwern business men in adver- 
tising the south in seeking its devel- 
upment. We have said that the own- 
ers of southern roads, the financial 
powers centered in New York, are 
large'y responsible for ithis situation, 
because they have not given to the 


officials of the southern roads a free' 


hand in expenditures of this kind. 
They have not had the broad vision of 
@ Harriman with his ability to stimu- 
late the officials of his road to do the 
great broad things that have been 
done. And yet there are some railroad 
officials in the south who themselves 
have no conception of the opportuni- 
ties tributary to their lines, or of the 
work that ought to be done. Some 
time ago one of the leading officials 
of a 4,000-mile southern road said that 
his people were not interested in at- 
tracting the attention 6f the manufac- 
turers of the country to their terri- 
tory, because there were no particular 
manufacturing advantages along his 
System. And he said this seemingly 
In all good faith, though there are a 
hundred cities along his road that 
could be made great industrial cen- 
ters, and some of them are alerady ac- 
tive, pushing, manufacturing points. 
‘They Need Broader Vision. 

A broader vision is needed on the 
part of the security holders of south- 
ern roads, as well as on the part of 
many of the railroad officials of the 
south. If the owners of southern rajl- 
roads, many of whom do not seem to 
have a full compresion of the op- 
portunity and needs of the times, could 
be so aroused that their vision would 
broaden, we might then see some such 
policy adopted in this section as has 
prevailed fin the Harriman aystem. 
The results, both to the roads and to 
the country, would be the same as 
those that have been enjoyed by the 
Harriman roade and the’_territory 
through which they operate. ‘The 
amazing prosperty o fthe Harriman 
roads has been due not so much to ¢he 
inherent advantages of the country 
through which they operate, as to the 
broad-minded work and the liberal ex- 
penditure, the faith with works, of 
such men as Harriman. The south 
Offers opportunities far greater than 
the country tributary to the Harriman 
roads. The success of that system 
could be more than duplicated in the 
south under the same character of 
railroad development work by the 
financial qowers that control these 
lines. If Morgan & Co., dominating as 
they do the Southern railway, should 
Say to its officials that regardless of 
immediate financial needs that road 
should duplicate the expenditure of 
the Union Pacific for the next five 
years and put over $800,0€0 a year into 
advertising, the result would be be- 
yond calculation. Certainly no one 
familiar with the two regions would 


}for a moment deny the fact that the 


wonderful territory from ashington 
to the Mississippi tributary to the 
Southern railway in natural resources 
of soil, climate, mineral and agricul- 
tural potentialities is greater than 
the territory tributary to the Union 
Union Pacific. If Henry Walters, who 
controls the Atlantic Coast Line and 
the Louisville and Nashville, and the 
owners of the Seaboard, Chesapeake 
and Ohio and the Norfolk and West- 
érn. would wake up to their oppor- 
tunity and begin a campaign rivaling 
that of the Pacific coast roads, then 
would they help to make the south 
come into its own. 

‘Southern railroad officials, as whole, 
cannot make this move, so essential to 
the best development of the south 
and to the railroads of that section, 
uhless these financial powers that 
control them back them up. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the owners of southern 
roads, or the dominant powers in 
southern. roads, do not seem ever to 
have comprehended the possibilities of 
the south, and their niggardly ex- 
penditures for advertising purposes in 
making known the resources and ad- 
vantages of this section show that 


| they do not yet grasp the opportunity 
and ¢heir responsibility. When Mr. 
Harriman bought the Central of Geor- 
Sia he said to the people of Georgia 
that under certain legislative condi- 
tions he would undertake to show 
them what a real railroad is. Harri- 
man died all too early for the good 
of the south, for if he had made of 
the Central of Georgia a real railroad, 
Such as he made of the Union Pacific, 
and utilized the opportunity to set 
the pace for railroad development on 
the same broad lines that he set it on 
the Pacific coast, then he would have 
given to all other railroad owners a 
vision of the south’s possibilities and 
of the opportunity for duplicating in 
this section what has been done on the 
Pacific coast. 


Possibly the figures presented here 
for the first time, showing the aver- 
age amount expended per mile of road 
of a large number of roads, typical of 
the whole railroad system of the coun- 
try, will do something to arouse the 
south, the railroad officials of the 
south, and especially the financial 
interests that dominate these roads. 
The recent interstate commerce com- 
mission decision against an advance 
in railroad rates does not in the 
Slightest change the situation nor les- 
sen the responsibility of southern rali- 
roads to advertise broadly through the 
great daily papers, the farm papers 
and the magazines of the whole nortit 
and west just as the Pacific coast 
roads have been doing and are now 
doing.

W BOOK

Chiefs on Trial for Murder, Shutting Them Like Wild

GREAT struggle between the Italian 
A Government and the Italian gecret 

criminal organization, called the Ca- 
morra, has begun. 

The Italian Government believes that un. 
less the society is crushed no bonest man's 
life and property will be safe in Southern 
Italy. 
be safe. 

gravity which the Government at- 
¢aches to the situation is indicated by the fact 
that it has built a steel cage for the forty- 
seven Camorrists to be tried in, that it has 
Incarcerated the prisoners in sound-proof 
dundgeons, that it has declared martial law 
la the town where they are to be tried, and 
eurrounded the place with soldiers. 

From a secret society with patriotic and 
benevolent motives, formed to protect the 
Neapolitans against foreign tyranny, the Ca- 
morra has grown into a vast criminal or- 
ganization, a sort of “Crime Trust,” that ter 
rorizes Southern Italy, carries on operations 
in America, and more or less all over the 
world, levies a tax on every form of industry 
end executes the death sentence on all who 
oppose its lawless schemes: 

The decisive struggle is being fought at 
Viterbo, a small and very ancient town 
twenty miles from Rome. What is taking place 
‘s ostensibly the trial of forty members 
of the Camorra for murdering one of their 
society. In reality the whole Camorra its op 
trial and they know it. 

A especial court house has been arranged 
for the trial. It is an old Franciscan church 
of great size. Into this has been built a cage 
of the strongest steel, large enough to hold a 
bundred persons. This is designed to prevent 
the Camorrists from being rescued. 

Another old building bas been set aside 
for the prisoners, justices, jury and officials 
connected with the case. It is the ancient 
convent of Santa Maria a Gardi, with massive 
walls. In the underground crypts and vaulte 
whence no soumd can reach the outside 
world, the prisoners are confined.

Why are all these precautions taken? Be 
cause on the hills around Viterbo signal fires 
have been lighted at night. Because in the 
streets of the city strange cries have been 
heard by night. These are signals from the 
comrades of the prisoners to tell them that 
belp is near. 

Viterbo is far from the place where the 
crime was committed, because it would be im 
possible to find a judge and jury to try the 
Camorra where it is strongest Even as it 
is, extraordinary precautions are needed to 
prevent interference with the trial. 


The garrison at Viterbo is doubled. Ap 
extraordinary force of carabinieri has been 
thrown into the town. The carabinieri, or 
carabineers, are the Italian national military 
police, originally organized to stamp out 
brigandage. They form one of the best 
drilled and most handsomely uniformed 
forces in the world. Bvery man looks like a 
general. They are expert in all Dranches of 
the military service. In addition to these 
great numbers of ordinary police and detec: 
tives have been brought from Rome to 
Viterbo. 

The situation is greatly complicated by the 
fact that the police of Naples and other 
southern cities are members of the Camorra 
or under its influence. They assist their com. 
rades to evade the law and execute their de- 
crees. 

Viterbo is surrounded by a ring of police 
and soldiers. No known member of the Ca 
morra is allowed to enter. No Neapolitan is 
allowed to enter. No man at all Is allowed 
to enter or leave at night. Sentries guard al! 
the gates of the ancient walled city. 

The prisoners were brought from Naples 
in gangs of seven, chained together. Each 
gang was guarded by fifty carabineers 
While the actual trial is on the prisoners wil! 
be kept In the steel cage, completely sur. 
rounded by carabineers with loaded rifles. 

In the court house a squad of soldiers 
mount guard night and day over a large iron 
bound padlocked box. This contains the evi 
dence. It weighs 179 pounds and contains 


the reports gathered by officials against the 
Camorra for four years. 

The crime which gives rise to this’ trial 
was the murder of a man named Cuocolo and 
his wife. He belonged to the high class or 
“Alta Camorra."”” Members of this class only 
engage in .transactions yielding large profits 
and are never caught picking pockets or rob 
bing peddlers’ carts. 

He belonged to a very respectable family, 
but married a woman of bad repute named 
Maria Cutinelli. He made a splendid income 
through his position in the Camorra. He lent 
money at usury, purchased and received 
stolen goods, levied taxes, took an active part 
in politics and municipal elections and had 
a hundred and one sources of income. 

His special talent consisted in planning 
burglaries. He picked out the victim, made a 
study of his house, estimated the probable 
amount of booty, and when he had completed 
bis plan called in a gang of low-clase Ca- 
morrists to do the job. He took tne booty 
from them and gave them @ smaik share of 
the proceeds 

Sometimes a worker would attempt to 
hold back some of the plunder. In that case 
Cuocolo would denounce the burglar to the 
police and have the man convicted. 

One day Cuocolo was found dead on the 
beach at Torre del Greco, near Naples. His 
body was covered with forty etab wounds, 
each showing the characteristic Camorra 
touch, @ wavy incision in the skin like a 
snake. At the same time his wife was found 
stabbed to death in her house in Naples. 

The local police made a few arrests, but 
they were evidently disinclined to puraue the 
subject very far and the men were released. 
A Socialist member of Parliament, who hap. 
pened to bave no association with the ca: 
morra, called attention to the crime in Parlia. 
ment. He declared that the local police were 
in league with the Camorra. He said that 
only the national police could secure justice. 
He raised a storm. Naples almost threat- 
ened rebellion. But the Government took the 
matter in hand with a vengeance. 

The carabineers found that a few days 
pefore the murder a secret meeting of the 
Camorra was held at Bagnoli. It wes at- 
tended by all the chiefe of the ten districts of 
Naples and by two Camorrists from each dis- 
trict. It was presided over by the great leader 
of the Camorrists. Enrico Alfano. It was 3

eolemn tribuna) of the Camorra and it solemn. 
ly condemned Cuocolo to death. 

On the evening of the day he was killed 
Alfano and a party of leading Camorrists 
dined in a fashionable restaurant at Torre del 
Greco. They were the same as the men who 
formed the tribunal. During the banquet a 
man with an excited manner entered, went up 
to Alfano and whispered something to him. 
Alfano shook him warmly by the hand. apd 
marks of satisfaction spread to all the other 
banqueters. 

Cuocoio had been executed by a party of 
working Camorrists, it is believed. Prob 
ably he was invited to go to the banquet and 
as a person of importance in the society he 
went without suspicion. On the way he was 
exécuted. 

The executioners then hurried to Naples, 
where they dispatched the wife. It was con- 
sidered necessary to remove ner decause she 
was a woman of vigorous character and would 


have taken steps to avenge him. 


The Government police also learned tte rea 
son for murdering Cuocolo. A leading Camor- 
rist, named Luigi Arena, who had executed 
many successful burglaries for Cuocolo, had 
been betrayed by the latter because he was 
not satisfied with his share of one operation. 
Luigi, in consequence, was sentenced to 3 
long term of imprisonment in the: horrible 


sulphur mines of Lampedusa. 


Arena denounced Cuocolo to the Camorrs. 
He had already been accused of harshness 
toward other Camorrists, but had escaped be- 
cause they were humble and ne Was power: 
ful. His death was then ordered unanimously 


and carried out. 


While the national police were pursuing 
their inquiries Alfano fled to New York. He 
was arrested by Sergeant Petrosino, of the 
New York Police Department, at a benquet 


his earnings, his labor and his property to 
the Camorra.

given in his honor by representa- 
tives of the Camorra in Blizabeth 
street. Petrosino was the ablest 
Italian police officer in New York, 
perhaps the ablest in the world. 
Three years later he was murdered 
in Palermo while investigating the 
ftalian end of crimes committed in New York. 
it is believed that his murder was the re 
venge of the Camorra for his arrest of Alfano. 

All the Camorrists implicated in the mur- 
der of Cuocolo are now caged at Viterbo, with 
the exception of Andrea Attanasio, who is 
supposed to be hiding in South America. 

All the men on trial are not charged with 
taking part directly in the Killing. In a 
prosecution of this character It is clearly 
more important to convict those who order a 
crime than those who carry it out. 

The Camorra as it is now is an organiza- 
tion designed to enable its members to live 
in luxury without labor. In seeking this ob- 
ject it does not stop at any crime. 


The members are bound by a very solemn 
secret oath to assist one enother in every 
possible way and to carry out all orders of 
their superiors without qu The oath 
makes considerable ense of 


The great city’ 
Italy, is in the grip of the Camorra. There 
is its head centre. There it must flourish or 
perish. Every man who does not belong to 
the Camorra is compelled to give a tithe of 
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punity. He usually goes free from arrest. bur 
when arrested be is not convicted. This is 
readily explained by the fact that the most 
prosperous and important members of the 
Neapolitan force belong to the Camorra. and 
that many members Ot Parliament and Judges 
are sald to be affiliated with it. 

The Camorra takes a leading part in elec: 
tions, and in the region where it is strong 
a candidate does not stand much chance of 
election unless be expresses warm sympathy 
for it. 

The Camorrist is privileged to beat his wife 
without interference. A rather amusing il- 
lustration of this came under the notice of 
the American Consul at Naples a few years 
ago, The Consu!, who was a newcomer, found 
the janitor of his office building beating his 
wife. The American Consul! interrupted this 
exercise. When he had finished, the Britsh 
Consul, who occupied the same building, 
came in with an anxious face and said to him 

“My dear fellow, you mustn’t interfere with 
that man; he is a member he Camorra.” 

“But,” said the American, “he can't be al: 
lowed to beat his wife.” 

“A member of the Camorra can do any- 
thing,” said the Englishman. “When vou have 
been here-as long as I have you will not in- 
terfere with them. Don't stay out late at 
night or walk alone.”

by such names as “Giovanni the Humpback,” 
“Pietro the Oysterman.” “One-Eyed Gaspari. 
“Three-Fingered Luigi,” and so on. There are 
ten thousand persons in Naples to-day who 
are never epoken of by their real names. 

A recent census estimates the number of 
Camorrists in Naples at 92,000, and in the 
provinces at 48,000 It seems that there are 
many thousands of persons in close associa- 


tion witb the Camorra and o t to its or- 
ders who are not formally members of it. 

More than one American has been involved 
in the toils of the Camorra. More than one 
American has been found dead by a lonely 
roadside after some collision with the Ca- 
morra. Americans who have lived long in 
southern Italy can recall these mysterious 
deaths taking place as long as they can re- 
member. Nothing was ever dope to detect 
or punish the murderer 

The most remarkable recent case, involv- 
ing an American woman, was that of Miss 
Estelle Reid, the young artist whose body 
was found washed up on the shore of the 
Bay of Naples. 

There were bruises on her feet and knees 
that indicated that she had been kept knéel- 
ing for a long time. It is believed that she 
was murdered by the Camorra after pro- 
longed torture. 

Miss Reid was a cousin of the Princess 
Rospigliosi, formerly Mrs. Marie Reid Park- 
hurst. and one of the most prominent Amer- 
ican women in Italian society. The Princess 
Rospigliosi had been divorced in America, and 
on this account a powerful element opposed 
her admission to aristocratic society. Among 
these were her husband's kinsmen, who would 
have inberited his estates had he not married 
rather late and become a father. 


Other members of society asked money from 
the Princess in return for securing her rec 
ognition. In other words, they tried to black- 
mail her. One explanation advanced for Miss 
Reid’s murder is that these persons, who were 


‘also members of the Camorra, tortured her in 


order to extract information from her con- 
cerning her cousin, the Princess Rospigliosi’s 
property and documents. 

When her dead body was washed ashore at 
Naples, the police offered an absurdly fan- 
tastic story that she had been kidnapped by 4 
yacht from America and had jumped over- 
board in an effort to escape. 

The circumstance that the dead woman's 
knees were badly bruised indicated that she 
had been subjected to one of the most cruel 
of the many tortures inflicted by the Camorra 
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baps the torturers having given up hope 
= extracting anything fram her, had killed 
er. 

The Camorra had its origin in the misgov. 
ernment to which Naples has been subjected 
from time immemorial. This splendid city 
and the wonderfully fertile territory around 
it have from the earliest times attracted ad- 
venturers and conquerors. Normans, Ger- 
mans, Spaniards and French have ruled over 
Naples in succession, and each practised some 
new form of cruelty and oppression. 

The Camorra as at present constituted 
dates from the seventeenth century, when 
the Spanish viceroys held tyrannous sway 
over tbe country, 

The viceroys who ruled Naples in behalf 
of the King of Spain were haughty and piti- 
less tyrants. The Camorra was formed to 
protect the people from their misrule. 

The early Camorrist was a hero, @ chival- 
rous champion of the oppressed. In. time the 
Camorra became all powerful in Naples. Too 
great prosperity destroyed its virtues. It 
overturned governments and raized riots. In 
order to carry out its plans it called upon 
the under-world, the army of the criminal, 
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to-day made the once innocent society the 
most formidable law-breaking organization 
in the world. 

Under the reign of Ferdinand II., the most 
popular of the Bourbon monarchs, the Ca- 
morra became an officially recognized State 
institution. It was officially styled the “Ono- 
rata Societa,” “the Honored Society.” 

The Bourbons, who succeeded the Spanish 
rulers, governed just as badly as the latter, 
if not as cruelly. They let the Camorra do 
as it pleased. In the eighteenth centufy the 
Camorra collected more tribute than the 
State. 

The “Honored Society” enjoyed undimin- 
ished prosperity down to 1870, when the 
Bourbons. were driven out by the forces of 
United Italy. The Camorra was made to feel 
the disapproval of the new government, but 
it was many years before it was seriously 


attacked. 

Another infamous secret society, the Mafia, 
has its headquarters in Sicily. Its member 
ship is of lower class than the Camorra, but 
the Mafia having performed some services in 
its strong districts for the Camorra, the lat- 
ter has been obliged to assist the Mafia, and 
an alliance has sprung up between them.

The college was started in a donkey 


stable, about forty years ago, and it 
has been turning out graduates ever 
since. It has now more than 1,000 stu- 
dents, who are housed in ten large two- 
story buildings, and it has recently 
‘eompleted three of the finest halls to 
be found in the Far East. These are 
situated just outside Assiout, at the 
junction of the Nile, with the great 
cahal north of the. city, and by the 
time this letter is published they wili 
be finished and in active operation. The 
college has about 3200 worfien, and it is 
associated with the new Girls’ academy, 
which was dedicated at Cairo during 
the stay of President Roosevelt.

Tuberculosis in Syria. 

The medical missionaries are doing a 
great deal in all parts of the Orient. I 
have seen their hospitals everywhere 
on this trip around the world. They 
are to be found in all parts “of Indla, 
far up the Nile valley and in the lead- 
ing centers of the Holy Land. One of 
the best I have visited is situated at 
Tiberias, on the Sea of Galilee, being 


headed by Dr. Torrence, who has been 
‘reating the BedoOuins and others there 

r the past thirty years. In talking 

ith him the question of tuberculosis 

.me up, and he described the evils of 
.e great white pague as they are 
‘und in his region on the very edge 

the desert. He says tuberculosis is 
fe among the Bedouins, although they 
ve out of-doors and are in the purest 

f air all the time. He thinks that the 
lisease is largely distributed by the 
attle. About 50 per cent of the cows 
ave tuberculosis, and the people live 
hiefly on milk. 

Another doctor connected with that 
.\Ospital tells me that Syria had no con- 
umption until about twenty-five years 
go, when the disef#se was brought in 
rom the United States by natives who 
iad emigrated to our country, contract- 
‘d consumption and brought ft back 
home. The Syrians had no idea what it 
neant, and it rapidly spread. The san- 
itary conditions of this part of the 
world are bad, the bacteria breed rapid- 
iy and the disease is sweeping the 
country.

It has had thou- 
sands of graduates, and its doctors and 
lawyers stand at the heads of their 
profession in Egypt, -Syra, Turkey, 
Persia and India. tI has 900 students, 
ali Orientals, representing every part 
of the Levant. 

This institution was founded by Pres- 
byterians; but the instruction ‘is non- 
sectarian. The faculty has about 35 
the most of them Ameri- 
cans, and it is a thoroughly up-to-date 
untversity. It has a medal depart- 
ment which, with its hospitals, treats 
something like 10,000 patients a year. 
It has physical, chemica] and other lab- 
oratories,a large library and ethnolo- 
gieal and -industrial.museums devoted 
to Syria. and Turkey. 

The New Turks at School, 

During my .stay here I have visited 
the college, It is beautifully located, 
the buildings being situated on the 
bluffs south of Beirut and running 
from them down to tHe sea. Standing 
upon the campus, which contains about 
50 acres, one faces the glorious Medi- 
terranean, and at.his back are the 
snow-capped mountains of Lebanon 
with the rich vegetation climbing their 
slopes.

Railroads aud Shipping. 

Pensacola has been looked upon for 
a long time as somewnat bottled up 
by the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
| road, its only line and one which has 
had and exercised its control of the 
; transportation situation. 

But with its magnificent harbor and 
the rate advantages incident thereto, 
Pensacola is not susceptible of any 
very complete, extensive or long-con- 
tinued bottling-up. 

The Louisville and Nashville comes 
into Pensacola both from the east and 
, west, making connection at Flomaton 
on the west for New Orleans, Mont- 
gomery, Birmingham and Atlanta, and 
at River Junction on the east for Sa- 
vannah and Jacksonville. It has ex- 
tensive dock facilities for the loading 
of vessels. 

Already there is one independent line 
practically completed into Pensacola 
from Mobile. It is known as McLaugh- 
lin’s railroad, from the name ofthe 
man who is building it, and there re- 
main only eight more miles of rail to 
be laid between Pensacola and Mobile 
Bay. At Mobile the McLaughlin Rail- 
road will connect with the New Or- 
leans, Mobile and Chicago, securing 
terminal facilities, while in Pensacola 
it ends on a deep water dock. 

Not two weeks ago Pensacola enter- 
tained a dozen or more financiers from 
the east, headed by Roy C. McGargle, 
of Pittsburg, who were there looking 
over the field with a view to construct- 
ing an independent line from Birming- 
ham to that port. The franchise for 
ithis line has been secured, and its 
'construction fs now promised. It will 
secure valuable connections with the 
‘Southern and other lines. 

These two independent lines will add 
rail to water competition and put Pen-

She dieq in 1900, leaving two sons, 
John Louis, who is now 22 years of 
age and is mastering the iron busi- 
ness in Birmingham, and Oscar W., 
Jr., who is a law student at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. In 1904 
Underwood married again, his second 
wife being Miss Bertha Woodward, 
daughter of Joseph H. Woodward, 
president of the Woodward Iron Com- 
pany, of Birmingham. 

Before entering politics, Mr. Under- 
wood was a corporation lawyer of 
Birmingham, Ala., being a partner in 
the firm of Garrett & Underwood. He 
represented the local street car com- 
panies and some minor corporations. 
After four years in the house of repre- 
sentatives he gave up his law practice 
to pursue the game of politics. He has 
been steadily successful and his most 
recent elevation is the natural logic of 
events.

Observer von Herrmann, February has 
the distinction of having the highest 
mean temperature of any other Febru- 
ary since 1890. 

The mean temperature for the month 
was 51 degrees, which was 4 degrees 
lower tgan the mean temperature for 
the same month in 1890, when the 
mean temperature was 55 degrees. 

In only five other Februaries since 


1879 has the mean temperature been 
higher than it was last month. Those 
months being February, 1880, with 62 
degrees; February, 1882, with 52 de- 
grees; February, 1884, with 62 degrees; 
February, 1887, with 53 degrees, and 
February, 1890, with 55 degrees. The 
normal temperature for the month of 
February is 45.2 degrees. 

The highest temperature during last 
month was 72 degrees, registered on 
the 18th, and the lowest was 20 de-

Why the Wind Blows. 


day life, rarely invites notice, unless 
it is unusually ‘high,’ and rarely do 
we heard the questions, “Why does the 
wind blow?” “Why doesn’t the wind 
blow?” 


nowhere into the here?” Why 
should” it blow at all, or why some- 
time. so gently and at other times 
with the resistless force of the hurri- 
cane? 

The wind could have no power, it 
could not even exist, if the air had no 
weight, this weight having been shown 
to be about thirty-one grains for each 
one hundred cubic inches of air. When 
air is put in motion the effect is like 
that obtained by throwing a Dall 
against an object. The harder you 
throw the ball the harder it will strike, 
and the greater the number of balis 
thrown one time the greater will be 
the force of the blow. When the wind 
‘is blowing, it strikes what it blows 
against, and the harder it blows (that 
is, the greater the speed of the air) the 
harder it will strike against the rtsist- 
ing object. 

What causes the wind to blow or 
why the air should be in motion is not 
easy to explain. Simply stated, it is 
caused by the tendency of hot air to 
rise, and thus to form a partial vacuum 
into which the cooler surrounding air 
rushes, in much the same way as 
water will rush downward to seek 
its level. If the earth were smooth, if it 
did not rotate, and if there were no 
sun, the air would be motionless. When 
the sun shines on a wide space of the 
earth,. the air of that region becomes 
heated, this great volume of warm air 
rises. and the cooler, heavier, sur- 
rounding air flows in to take its place. 
‘As the earth rotates, there tends to be 
formed a ring of heated and rising air 
with currents inflowing at the bottom 
and at both sides. This is the condi- 
tiom that prevails near the equator and 
causes the trade winds that blow so 
steadily. The rotation of the earth 
causes the wind south of the equator 
to flow toward the northwest, and that 
north of this line to flow toward the 
southwest.

Work Done in Such Towns 
Already Have 
Such Boards. 


That women should have some offi- 
cial connection with the inspection and 
administration of our schools is unde- 
batable since women are half the par- 
ents and that half upon which the con- 
trol of this part of the child’s life al- 
most entirely rests. 

if a town is not ready to place 
women upon its school board it may 
be well to have a board of women 
visitors appointed by the mayor and 
council. In only one municipality in 
Georgia are. women actual voting 
members of a school board, as ig the 
practice in so many other states. Clay- 
ton school board has five women mem- 
bers appointed from the Clayton Wom- 
an’s Club. 

Atlanta has had since 1898 a very 
active board of school visitors, ap- 
pointed by the mayor. and council, 
which consists of one woman from each 
ward. This board attends all regu- 
lar meetings of the board of educa- 
tion and makes to this board reports 
and recommendations. The relations 
between the two boards is very cor- 
dial. 

in the recent controversy in Atlanta 
in reference to the retention in the 
schools of the departments of draw- 
ing, physical culture, music and hy- 
glene, the fight for the departments, 
which was warmly taken up by the 
general public, was practically led by 
the woman’s board of visitors. They 
called at once to their aid the other 
mothers of the community, through the 
City Federation of Clubs, of which 
the woman’s board is a member, and 
a great popular protest was soon on 
foot, with the desired result well in 
sight. ' 

Rome has had for one year a similar 
board of visitors, and Athens estab- 
lished one in 1910.

“The Mothers and Teachers’ Co-Op- 
erative Club is increasing each day in 
strength and usefulness. We have just 
held an enthusiastic public school 
meeting on health; and observed 
Cleaning day last week. We have a 
column, ably edited, in our weekly pa- 
per. Our town officials, almost without 
exception, are in sympathy with us. 

“The suggestion is fine that we 
should have in our club page each 
week short, terse accounts _of : what 
each club has done. To _ illustrate, 
here ig @ record of what the club wom. 
en of our town have accomplished dur- 
ing the last seven years, first as a civic 
and later as a co-operative club: 

“We found our cemetery a desert 
waste; we left it cleaned and in order, 
and inclosed by a handsome fence of 
ornamental iron and wire. 

“We found our school building an 


expanse of sun-scorched brick; we 
have curtained it with ivy. 

“We have planted at least one ave- 
nue of beautiful trees along our bleak, 
unshaded streets. 

“We started the movement for a 
public library, which, thanks to gener- 
ous help from outsiders, numbers now 
about a thousand volumes, with a well- 
furnished reading room, rent free, and 
$1,500 on hand. 

“We have secured the individual 
drinking cup in our school. 

“For this county, a domestic science 
teacher, who will give her services in 
the schools for two years without any 


cost to the people, her salary being 
paid by a generous and wealthy citi- 
zen of St. Louis. 

“In numbers, we are a mere handful. 
Any small club can do as much, and 
doubtless many have done so. Let us 
hear from them.”

These same women can 
be seen one day of every week armed 
with rake and broom cleaning their 
yards—front and back—for they de- 
clare if they sent their servants out 
to do the work, less fortunate neigh- 
bors would not join the ranks, and the 
premises of the lukewarm member 
would spoil the spirit and the result 
of their sanitary campaign. 

A model dairy farm is the pride of 
this town, where visitors are weicome 
at any tim’ to see how clean, cold 


milk may be supplied in abundance at 
a reasonable price. Drinking fountains 
for horse and man are centrally lo- 
cated and kept scrupulously clean by 
the Woman's Club. man. A rest room 
for country women is to be a feature 
of their new club house. Country 
women are urged and welcomed to their 
meetings, which often prove a reve-| 
lation and an inspiration to the hide- 
bound farmer’s wife. 

Up-to-date drinking fountains are 
installed in the public schools at a 
cost as trifling as to make us blush 
with shame at our antiquated unclean 
methods.

Should Game Wardens Be Po- 


litical Puppets? 

(Dillon Wallace in March Outing.) 

Speaking generally of all our states, 
the game commissioner himself should 
be a,sportsman and something of a 
naturalist——a man who not only loves 
the wilderness and the living things 
of the forest, but knows from observa- 
tion something of the habits of ani- 
mais, birds and fish. He should have 
Sufficient knowledge of these things 


to decide when a range is well enough’! 


to admit of hunting, or when 
to restock a depleted range. 
A man of this sort could be trusted 
with power, under certain restrictions, 
to close and open hunting seasons by 
proclamation, as necessity demanded; 
or at least to make recommendation to 
the legislature, which the legislature 
would as a matter of course follow. 

Wardens and deputy wardens should 
be appointed only upon competitive ex- 
aminations as to qualifications and sta- 
tioned at points where they will do the 
most good, regularly patrolling their 
districts. Their position should not de- 
pend upon the rise or fall of the po- 
litical party to which they belong. It 
would seem that the game is valuable 
enough to warrant such additional ex- 
pense as this might entail, and tn all 
—robability license fees would make 
the department. if administered on 
business principles, self-sustaining.

He 
is of interest to Americans because he 
is the son of the late Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt by his second wife, a4 
daughter of Motley, thethistorian, one 
time United States minister to Lon- 
don. Bobby was educated at Eton and 
Cambridge and managed to take hon- 
ors. Subsequently he became a clerk 
in the diplomatic establishment of the 
foreign office. After six years of that, 
however, he deserted diplomacy for 
journaliam and became parliamentary 
correspondent and dramatic critic ‘of 
the now defunct London Tribune. Upon 
the suspension of the paper, Bobby 
turned to politics, and fought three 
elections before finally landing on the 
green benches as representative for 
Montrose Burghs. The powers-that-be, 
intent on their censtant job of making 
the house of commons a closed oor- 
poration, immediately looked around 
for a berth for the son of the late Sir 
William, and presented him with the 
post of parliamentary secretary to the 
home s6ecretary. 

“Lulu” Harcourt, however, cannot be 
dismissed in a paragraph. He demands 
analysis. There is nothing obvious 
about him. Few know him well and 
intimately, and there is scarcely an- 
other man‘in public life in England 
today concerning whom there is such 
a diversity of opinion and estimates. 
One well tnformed observer recently 
went so far as to say that he was one 
of three men in parliament whose fu- 
ture could not be limited or predicted, 
and that no office was beyond him. 

Yet “Lulu” is a man who for twenty 
years was content to efface himself 
and play the insignificant role of pri- 
vate secretary to his father. For tha 
best part of his life he answered un- 
important letters delved in blue books 
and sat in silence under the strangers’ 
gallery in the house of commons, 
watching the daily round of parlifa- 
mentary happenings, but taking no 
part in them. 

Lula Gets. American Wife. 

In 1898, Lulu did the best stroke of 
business in his lifa He married an 
American woman possessed of energy 
and ambition enough for the whole 
family. She was Mary Burns, a niece 
of J. Pierpont Morgan, and an heiress 
in her own right. First of all, this 
estimable woman tidied up the estates 
of the Harcourts, which had become 
sadiy out at the elbows through lack 
of money. She made Nuneham Park, 
mear Oxford, one of the show places of 
England and the favorite country 
house and envy of the late King Ed- 
ward. Then she turned her attention 
to her hueband. Suddenly “Lulu” woke 
up, was elected to parliament, advanced 
to the center of the stage with un- 
precedented rapidity, and finally was 
appointed commissioner of works and 
invited to become a member of the 
Campbell-Bannerman cabinet. He de- 
veloped ability quite unsuspected by 
even his most intimate friends.

As a 
dresser he dominates the house of 
commons, while in the house of lords 
there is only one man who ean dis- 
pute his claim to the first place as an 
arbiter of fashion among the law- 
makers of England, namely the lord 
chamberlain, Earl Spencer, . better 
known as “Bobby” Spencer, the height 
of whose collar exceeds that of 
‘“Lalu’s” by an eighth of an inch. To 
such elevations can the acoident of a 
long neck raise a man in these days 
of fashion’s rule. It would indeed be 
a calamity if “Lulu” missed the pre- 
miership by that insignificant fraction 
of an inch. 
Power of Blue Blood. 


The Harcourts represent the power 
of blue blood. The Britisher “dearly 
loves a lord.” How much more so the 
Harcourts who have’ the strain of the 
Plantagenets in their vegns. But the 
Britisher also loves the almighty dol- 
lar. It is a big mistake to suppose 
that Americans have a corner on the 
Ownership of the golden calf. Thus 
side by side with the Harcourts in 
the house of commons we find the 
Samuel brothers, whose presence there 
is an example of the power of the bar- 
rel. Their uncle, the late Lord Sway- 
thling, former Sir Samuel Montagu, 
long was one of the money pots of 
the liberal party. No call upon his 
immense store of the “filthy lucre’’ 
was too heavy. He was the founder 
and head of the great private banking 
firm of Samuel Montagu & Co., and 
both his parliamentary nephews, Her- 
bert and Stuart Samuel, are also mem- 
bers of the same firm. 

Of the Samuel] brothers the least in- 
teresting, from a parliamentary point 
of view, is Stuart. He seldom speaks 
and his attendance at sessions of the 
house are limited to important oc- 
casions. He is a much more active 
member of the banking house than is 
his younger brother, Herbert, and his 
duties in the “city” prevent him fol- 
lowing politics closely. 

Herbert Louis Samuel, postmaster 
general, takes his public career geri- 
ously; some would say too seriously. 
Although he had been in the house of 
commons only three years when the 
Campbell-Bannerman roinistry was 
formed, such were the services ren- 
dereq to the liberal party by Lord 
Swaythling that Herbert Samuel could 
not be ignored. He was appointed as- 
sistant to Herbert Gladstone, then 
home secretary. a role for which he 
was more fitted than any other than 
can be imagined.

A notable pair of brothers-in-law in 
the house of commons whose sticcess 
is due to the double mnfluence of 
wealth and political relationship con- 
sists of Mr. Asquith, the prime min- 
ister, and H. J. Tennant, head of a 
great alkali industry which he inherit- 
ed from his father, the late Sir 
Charles Tennant. Mr. Asquith married 
the famous Miss Margot Tennant, who 
as a child was a pet of William E. 
Gladstone and who is the original of 
E. F. Benson’s “Dodo.” H. J. Tennant 
is distinguished for his capacity for 
harg work as a collector and collator 
of dry out-of-the-way facts. He has 
served’ with industry if not with dis- 
tinction on a number of parliamentary 
investigation committees and he is 
best known for his work as chairman 
of the committee on dangerous trades. 

On the Tory side of the last house 


of commons there were two pairs of 
brothers who literally and figuratively 
illustrate the power of the “barrel,” 
for beyond being good fellows who are 
universally popular, they have nothing 
but their wealth to recommend them, 
and in both cases that wealth was de- 
rived from catering to the ever-pres- 
ent thirst of their countrymen. They 
are the Hon. Rupert and Walter Guin- 
ness and Sir John and Arthur Dewar. 
The Guinnesses are the sons of Vis- 
gount Iveagh, the heaa of the famous 
Dubiin brewing firm, ang the Dewars 
belong to the family which is equally 
famous for its Scotch whisky. In the 
present parliament only Sir John De- 
war and Walter Guinness remain. 
Three Liberal Brothers. 

A couple of years ago there were 
three brothers sitting on the’ liberal] 
benches. The triumvirate was broken 
by the elevation of the eldest, Sir Jonn 
Wynford Philipps to a peerage. The 
two younger members of the family, 
Colonel Ivor Philipps and Owen Cosby 
Philipps, still sit side by side in the 
house. These brothers owe their. po- 
litical importance to their territoria] 
connections in Wales, their family 
having been large landholders there 
before the conquest of Wales by the 
English. P 

A notable instance of family in- 
fluence on the Tory side is furnished 
by Lord Claugq Hamilton and the Mar- 
quis of Hamilton, brother and son of 
the Duke of Abercorn, who are among 
the most industrious members of the 
Irish unionist group. Lord Claud is 
a man of great ability, but the mar- 
quis has never distinguisheg himself. 
It is said, however, that there has 
never been a house of commons since 
the union of the Irish and English 
parliaments without at least one Ham- 
iiton on its benches. A generation ago 
they were known as “the hungry Ham- 
iltons’ from_their success in attaining 
well-aged puMPiic office, and to this day 
they are spoken of in society as “the 
handsome Hamiltons,” for as a family 
they are famed for their good looks.

MONSTROUS JUDICIAL WRONG 
RIGHTED AFTER LONG YEARS 


Berlin, February 26.—(Special.)— 
What has long been considered even 
by government officials ag a monstrous 
judicial wrong has, in a measure, been 
undone, though its baneful conse- 
quences can never be made good in 
this world, as two of the victims are 
dead. Fifteen years ago six miners 
were sentenced at Hssen to penal serv- 
itude for perjury. One of the accused, 
a@ man named Schroeder, had only @ 
short time previously been received as 
a member of the miners’ deputation by 
the emperor. He had, however, joined 
a socialistic trade union, and became 
its president. In this capacity he at- 
tended a meeting .which was being 
held in connection with the formation 
of a Christian organization among the 
miners of the district. He was, how- 
ever, told that the gathering was not 
public, and ordered to leave. As he 
was demanding his penny back from 
the man at the door he was seized by 
a policeman, named Munter, and flung 
to the ground. 

What appears to have been a truth- 
ful account of the. incident was pub- 
lished in the socialist paper,and Mun- 
ter prosecuted the editor for libel. 
What he said had happened was that 
he had accidentally brushed against 
Schroeder, and so cauved him to fall. 

He called a number of witnesses, 
who, however, could say no more than 


j 


the case. All these years they have 
been accumulating evidence to dis 
credit the testimony of Munter, and 
at last they established so overpower- 
ing a case that the higher courts or- 
dered a re-trial. It was proven that 
Munter, who, like two of his victims. 
is now dead, was a disreputable char- 
acter, whose word was not to be trust- 
ed, and so what was the whole founda- 
tion on which the conviction had been 
based collapsed. 

When the time came for the crown 
counsel to addneus the jury at the re- 
hearing he astonished the court by an- 
nouncing that he did not attach the 
slightest importance to Munter’s evi- 
dence, and, asking for an acquittal. The 
jury did not waste much time in ac- 
quiescing in his demand. 

These deeply-wronged men will have 
to be satisfied with their moral vindi- 
cation; there is no legal] machinery for 
furnishing them with pecuniary com- 
pensation, the injustices done to them 
and their families and their loss of 
wages for years.

EFFICIENCY SOUGHT

Rock Island Names Committee 
to Devise Scientific System 
of Management. 


Ohicagwo, March 4.—The doctrines of 
increasing railroad efficiency by seal- 
entific systems have found a new foot- 
hold in the management of the Rook 
Isiand railway. Announcement was

GOOD PAIR OF MULES NOW WORTH 
AS MUCH AS A HOUSE AND LOT 


Columbus, Ga., March 4.—(Speciel.) 
With the price higher than ever, the 
demand for mules has been greater 
than ever before in Columbus, a typl- 
eal southern trading and planting cen- 
ter, this season. Maud has beem queen, 
indeed, for with all her faults the folk 
who till the soil love her still and must 
have her at any price. 

It has cost almost as much to buy a 
pair of good mules as a small house 
and lot. Sales at $800 have been re- 
corded here within the past few weeks, 
and a cottage with honeysuckle vines 
thrown im for good measure is not 
much more expensive. 

“Why are mules so high, anyway?” 
This is a question that the public has 
been asking, and your correspondent 
propounded it in all innocence to one 
who is familiar with the ways of the 


tribe of Balaam and the rise and fall, 
particularly the rise, of the mule mar- 
ket.

It was at first sald that the Maine 
coulg be raised some time this month, 
but this was later changed, and those 
in charge of the work said it would 
not be completed until April. The 
work has progressed more satisfac- 
torily than the engineers in charge 
expected, however, although no one 
outside of the government officials 
knows just what stage it has reached. 
From the appearance of the work it 
would seem as if the cofferdam 
around the hull is completed and that 
the pumping is all that remains to be 
done to expose the wreck. The plan 
being employed is one devised by the 
army engineers. A steel caisson was

This wall was filled with clay from a 
bar neur the wreck to give it sufficient 
stability to prevent it from being 
overturned when the water is pumped 
out. The piling of the walls was 
driven through 10 to 18 fett of mud 
and about 13 feet of the softer clay. 
The steel sheet piling was driven until 
the steam hammer made no impression, 
so it is believed that the dam is prac- 
tically water-tight and that the seep- 
age at the bottom will be very slight. 
When the wreck has been exposed all 
bodies will be taken out and the one- 
third of the ship which is a twiste,l 
mass of wreckage carefully examined 
for the cause of the explosion. The 
rest will be bulkheaded so that it will 
float, and when the cofferdam is again 
flooded the Maine will be on the sur-

It is vitally important to 
be organized to protect our interests 
from unjust demand and bad laws. 
Our exchange is responsible for the 
enactment of a law giving proper se- 
curity to all contractors and mate- 
rialmen furnishing labor or material 
in any state, county or municipal 
building. This law alone will save 
the contractors and materialmen thou- 
sands of dollars yearly. 

“Our exchange today stands for an 
‘open shop’ and nine hours for a day’s 
work. This condition Was made pos- 
sible by organization only and will 
continue so long as we remain faithful 
and loyal. 

“Atlanta is leading all southern cit- 
in the building line and one of 
principal reasons fag this is, we 

are not hampered by any trade agree- 

ments. We have a free and open mar- 
ket and conduct our own business. 

“Most surely any man or firm who 
is interested: in the building industry 
belongs in this organization, and by 
the assembling of various interests 
in the building trade, we will continue 
to grow stronger and more useful.” 

Eight-Hour Law Resolution, 

The resolution relative to the eight- 
hour law as adopted by the exchange 
follows in full: 


ies

“The Atlanta Builders’ Exchange, | 
having placeg itself on record as :d- 
vocating nine hours as a proper day’s 
work, believesthat the time has come 
for the people of the United States to 
protest to congress against the fur- 
ther operation of the so-called eight- 
hour day, and to ask for the repeal 
of said law upon the following 
grounds: 

“1. The enactment of the eight-hour 
law for government work is clasis 
legislation, and of no benefit to bulk 
of the people at large, whom you are 
supposed to represent. 

“2. During norma) conditions in this 
country there is always a lack of suffi- 
cient skilled labor to carry on the 
work and the business properly. A 
reduction of working hours simply in- 
creases the complication caused by 
shortage of skilled labor; . it does not 
represent the average working day of 
the great majority of the people. By 
reducing the daily working efficiency, 
it increases the cost of production, and 
of living, and reacts against the gen- 
eral progress ang development of the 
nation. 

“It has been proven time and again 
that all government work carried on 
under the eight-hour law is very much 
more expensive than similar work 
executed without such _ restrictions. 
ihe best evidence of this fact will be 
noticed in the inclosed clipping from 
The Atlanta Constitution, quoting from 
the report of the secretary of the 
navy, in which he states that the bat- 
tleship Florida, now building in the 
New York navy yard, would cost $2,- 
450,000 more than her sister ship, the 
Utah, built by a private yard and 
without the eight-hour restriction. 

“The secretary states further that 
if the present naval program, which 
carries an expenditure of $20,/156,000, 
is carried out on the eight-hour basis, 
that it will cost the people of the 
United States five and one-quarter 
millions of dollars more than if the 
eight- hour law were not enforced. 

“4. We contend further that the 
operation of this law in the construc- 
tion of public buildings, fortifications 
and other government work, has cost 
the people untold millions of money; 
it has increased our burden of taxa- 
tion, and addegq absolutely nothing 
either to the working efficiency of the 
happiness ofthe men doing such work. 

“db. We believe that if the operation 
of the eight-hour day is extendeg to 
private factories carrying on govern- 
ment work, that there will be an 
enormous and unjustifiable increase 
in the cost of such work, with abso- 
lutely no adequate return for the in- 
creased cost. 

“6. We contend finally that you 
represent all of the ueople, and no 
particular class, and that for the rea- 
sons above outlined, the eight-hour 
law should be repealeg and for this 
we respectfully solicit your éarnest 
support.”

EYES ON WASHINGTON 


How Reciprocity Talk Af- 
fected the Stock 
Market. 


By Ralph Emerson. 
New York, March 4.—(Special.)—One 
overshadowing consideration in the 


business world during the week was: 


the attention fixed on the action that 
would be taken at Washington on the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement. The 
stock market toward the middle of the 
week, when the chances for a vote 
en the agreement diminished, began to 
Bive way and less activity prevailed. 

On Thursday prices suffered a slump 
on a marked increase of selling activ- 
ity and leading issues went below the 
low figures reached ere on last 
week's break, although the declines 
did not go down to the level reached 
at that time in London. Yesterday’s 
dealings were, if not governed, at 
least affected, to some extent, by what 
are called technical reasons such as 
appeal to professional speculators 
and relate chiefly to the quantity of 
buying or selling which has been 
going on and the extent to which quo- 
tations haye moved up or down. 

While it is not considered, the fail- 
ure to pass the reciprocity treaty is 
altogether responsible for the slump, 
etill it cannot be denied, to a very 
@Mreat extent, it controlled the mar- 
ket on certain issues. 

Toward the end of the week an un- 
easy feeling that what are called lead- 
ing interests and insiders have been 
Dullish on the stock market, only on 
account of the new financing of the 
year and only so long as it held out 


pron:.ise of continuing, began to make 
itself manifest. Advices from abroada, 
where we have been negotiating the 
sale of new securities, have not been 
crediting these interests with long 
range bullish views. 

There has been no let-up in the pace 
of producing and. marketing, at least 
temporarily, new issues of corporate 
Obligations and shares. The output 
of the week was fully $100,000,000, the 
bulk of it going to the account of 
February, which bgought” the total 
for the first two months of the year 
to an amount $188,000,000 in excess 
of last year’s offerings in the corre- 
sponding period. * 

Insofar as the week’s stock market 
refiected the railroad rate decision, 
it expressed refusal to accept the ar- 
guments which bullish quarters have 
been extracted from this decision. 
Common sense recognizes merit in the 
contention that the ruling did a good 
deal to break the endless chain of 
prices of which so much has been 
heard In the last year. 

The large orders for 
placed and bids asked for on other 
contracts, the contracts for railroad 
improvement and extension awarded 
by western railroads and the reports 
from the meroanti.e and manufags- 
turing centers, are encouraging for 
a prosperous season in industrial lines. 

The ease of the money market sup- 
ported the price level of stocks, al- 
though at declines. This ease was 
demonstrated by preparations for the 
disbursement of more than $100,000,- 
000 in interest and dividends this 
month without. the slightest fleeting. 

The weekly statement of the great 
foreign banks covered the period of 
month-end exchange and by some- 
what less strong portions indicated 
the approach of the spring money mar-, 
ket, which usually gives the clew to 
the financial character of the balance 
of the year.

Financial Scandal About 
to Break. 


High Finance Has a Bad Case 
of Shivers in New York While 
Banker Robin Is Busy Ex- 
posing Crookedness and Ques- 
tionable Methods. 


By Preston Adama, 

New York, March 4.—High finance 
has had a bad attack of the shivers, 
and it is feared in Wall street that 
a financial scandal such as nas not 
been seen for many years is about to 
break. 

The word has gone out that Joseph 
G. Robin, the banker, whose sensa- 
tional failure led als® to the collapse 
of the Carnegie Trust Company, has 
“squealed;” that he has told everything 
he knows or suspects of crookedness 
and irregularities inthe banking busi- 
ness in New York, and that he has 
turned over to District Attorney Whit- 
man books and documents implicating 
mauy men who stand high in financial 
affairs. 

Unlike Charles W. Morse, Robin, it ts 
understood, does not propose to be 
made a scape-goat to save bigger men, 
but is determined to lighten his own 
punishment by implicating others. 

Robin's Aid Valuable to the State. 

Mr. Whitman is known to have been 
in constant telephone communication 
all tnroufh the day with his office, 
where Joseph G. Robin, who has 
pleaded guilty to indictment of larceny 
of $27,000 from the Washington Sav- 
ings bank, and his sister, Dr. Louise 
G. Robinovitch, were in conference 
with Assistant District Attorney Clark. 
Robin, before leaving the Tombs, to 
walk over to thte district attorney's 
office this morning, sent word to an 
inquirer:that he exepcted to be busy 
with Mr. Clark all day. 

That Robin has been of valuable aid 
to the state, was indicated by his con- 
fident attitude as to the final dispost- 
tion of the several additional indict- 
ments which are still pending against 
him. Already the district attorney has 
announced that the indictment for per- 
jury against Ro™in's sister will be dis- 
missed. As the basis on which Robin 
pleaded guilty was to save the county 
the’ expense of a trial, it will have to 
recommend that the additional indict- 
ments be dismissed. 

District Attorney to Let No One Escape 

It was learned today that an im- 
portant witness needed to testify be- 
fore the grand jury is out of the state. 
This witness is expected to return not 
later than Monday. In the event he 
does not return by then, it is under- 
stood Mr. Whitman will act independ- 
ently. 

The district attorney is determined 
to let no person guilty of wrongdoing 
escape from punishment. 

The investigation by Mr. Whitman 
into the methods of high finance which 


resulted in the crash of two banks 
and a trust company has been most 
thorough. For more than a month 
Assistant Attorney Clark has been in 
the possession of books of the Carne- 
gie Trust Company, while examiners 
of the state banking department have 
been called upon for additional evi- 
dence. Both state and United States 
bank examiners have been in consulta- 
tion with the district attorney. 
Before the district attorney has com- 
pleted his probe, it is expected that 
many indictments will be found. 


Beehive Used as Chicken Incu- 


bator. 
(From Popular Mechanics Magazine for 
March.) 

Finding that the temperature in a 
beehive was exactly the same as that 
required for hatching’ eggs, an Ameri- 
can living in Rome conce ved the idea 
of letting his bees do the hatching. He 
built a rectangular frame, provided 
it with a linen bottom, placed twenty 
egzes, protected by a perforated cover, 
spread over and around them, in the 
box, and placeq the whole in the 
highest section of the hive. In course 
of time eighteen of the eggs were suc- 
cessfully hatched, without in any way 
bt agere the bees from following 
their normal pursutlts. 

Repeated experiments proved that a 
dozen eggs at a time can be success- 
fully hatched in this manner, and that 
in the course of a season one hive 
could produce more than eighty 
chickens.

ed Ship Subsidy Charges. 


The Committee Says There Has 
Been No Use of Improper In- 
fluence Either For or Against 
Ship: Subsidy Legislation---All 
Charges False. 


Washington, Maroh 4.—There is and 
has been no use of improper influence, 
either for or against, ship subsidy leg- 
islation. 

So says the special committee of the 
house of representatives in its report 
of the investigation for which it was 
appoirited a year ago. The report was 
presented to the house today by Chair- 
man J. Van Vechten Olcott, of New 
York. Charges made in this connection 
that refleot upon members of congress 
are, the repurt declares, “wholly false.” 

The committee feels it “its duty to 
inform the house that there have been 
sent widespread throughout the coun- 
try statements that lobbies and cor- 
ruption on the part of members of con- 
gress existed in favor of ship subsidy 
or egainst ship subsidy; and that the 
parties who made the accusations after 
being thoroughly questioned, have ad- 


mitted that they had no information 
upon which to base such statements or 


publications, but relied upon surmise, | 


suspicion and rumor.” 
Conclusions of Committee. 

These are the formal conclusions of 
the committee: 

“As to the charges against members 
of congress: 

“The committee finds that the 
charges contained in the statements 
set forth in the preamble to the reso- 
lution under which this committee was 
a@ppointed, so far as the same reflect 
upon the honesty and integrity of Hon. 
Halver Steenerson, or any other mem- 
ber of the house in their official ca- 
pacity, or of the membership general- 
ly, are wholly false. 

“As to the alleged existence or main- 
tenance of a lobby: 

“The committee also finds that there 
does not exist a lobby or lobbies in 
connection with the subject of ship 
subsidy legislation and that there is 
a fund for the support of such lob- 

es. 

The committee consisted of Chair- 
man Olcott and Messrs. Longworth of 
Ohio, Hawley of Oregon, Garrett of 
Tennessee, and Humphreys of Missis- 
sippi. The investigation was the out- 
growth of publications in the maga- 
zine published at Cleveland by the 
Merchant Marine League of the United 
States and in various other publica- 
tions in various parts of the country, 
alleging the existence of a “lobby,” 
supported by certain shipping interests, 
especially those of European countries 
active in opposition to the ship sub- 
sidy legislation. Certain members of 
congress were mentioned by name in 
some of these publications as being 
unduly influenced in this’ connection. 

Cungressmen Exonerated. 

Both representatives Steenerson, of 
Minnesota, and Kusterman, of Wis- 
consin, took notice of the charges, and 
were represented by counsel. Both 
are absolutely exonerated by the com- 
mittee. The committee gave wide lati- 
tude to the counsel in the examination 
of witnesses and the scope of the in- 
vestigation was a broad one. 

The committee says that few of the 
people actively interested in the Mer- 
chant Marine League had any persona!) 
financial interest in the league, John 
A. Penton and the executive commit- 
tee assuming full responsibility for its 
publications. Articles especially viru- 
lent in their attack, published by the 
then editer of the league's organ, John 
M. Maxwell, now of Indflanapdlis, were 
investigated, and Mr. Harwell refused 
to give certain authority for his state- 
ments. 

The committee decided that the an- 
swer to questions to which he refused 
to reply were not sufficiently impor- 
tant to report Mr. Maxwell as a recal- 
citrant witness. The charges of the 
league against members of congress 
are held to be “unwarranted and with- 
out any foundation whatever.”’ 

Charges in a newspaper published 
at Dallas, Texas, and similar attacks 
by certain other newspapers are de- 
clared to have been “apparently with- 
out foundation.”

Conference of Steamer Lines. 


With regard to the trade between 
the’ United States and South America, 
says the committee, “‘there is a confer- 
ence of steamship lines, commonly 
called the associated lines,” which con- 
ferefice, it is alleged, maintains an 
agreement relative to the fixing 
freight rates and shipments to and 
from South America. The report adds: 

“Another oonference of steamship 
lines, running between the United 
States and China, known as the New 
York-China conference, also maintains 
an agreement relative to French traf- 
flc and rates. 

“Testimony was also taken on the 
question of ocean mail legislation, and 
while not germane to the inquiry, it 
is of importance for future reference. 
Certain other information relative to 
navigation laws of the United States 
and foreign countries, coastwise trade 
between the United States and South 
America, prices and exports of coffee 
from South America and ocean mail 
service between the United States and 
Europe and the United States and 
South America, was obtained from sev- 
eral witnesses who were examined.” 


The Employment of Wilber. 


The report includes this paragraph: 

“Some stress has been laid on cer- 
tain testimony in regard to the em- 
ployment of Jerome J. Wilber by the 
Hamburg-American Packet Company 
and the North German Lloyd Steam- 
ship Company. The nature of his em- 
ployment, as shown by the testimony, 
was to keep the companies advised 
concerning proposed tliegislation of 
every character which might affect 
their business interests, and to supply 
them also with information from va- 
rious departments upon request. Mr. 
Wilber, while rendering such services 
to these companies, was also a member 
of the staff of the Associated Press in 
Washington. There was no evidence 
whatever that Wilber had in amy way 
interested himself on behalf of those 
companies in connection with ship sub- 
sidy legislation. It appears that when 
Wilber was originally employed by the 
Packet Company 
North German Lloyd Steam- 
ship Company, it was without objec- 
tion by the Associated Press, but im- 
mediately upon the testimony of Mr. 
Wihlilber the Associated Press asked for 
his revignation, which was given.” 
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ta CONTROL 
OF AUTOMOBILES 


Purpose of Law Intro- 
duced by Wanger. 


Measure Provides for Federal 
Registration and Licensing of 
All Autos and Auto Drivers 
Engaged in Interstate Travel. 
Provisions of the Law.

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)— 
Automobile owners and operators who 
ever travel in thelr machines outside 
the limits of their own states will be 
interested in the bill introduced by 
Representative Wanger, of Pennsylva- 
nia, and reported favorably during the 
last week of the session of congress 
closing today. It is known as the “fed- 
eral automo ile act,” and provides for 
federal registration and licensing of all 
automobiles and automobile drivers en- 
gaged in interstate traffic. 

hile there was no chance for the 
bill to become a law at this session, the 
fact that it was favorably reported 
from the house committee is a fair in- 
dication that legislation ofthis char- 
acter may be expected at another ses- 
sion. There has been a great demand 
for some such a law that would make 
it a simple matter for owners of auto- 
mobiles to travel from state to state 
without having to go to the trouble of 
registering their machines and taking 
out licenses for each state outside their 
own, for there is little or no uniformity 
in state laws régulating the operation 
of automobiles, and owners and opera- 
tors have frequently got into trouble 
with the state authorities when they 
were really not at fault. 


Federal Licenses Necessary. 


Under the provisions of the Wanger 
bill, if it or a similar measure becomes 
a law, a federal license must be se- 
cured for any automobile engaged in 
commerce, which means traveling, with 
foreign nations or among the several 
states, and operated and driven from 
one state to another, or from any states 
in this country to a foreign country, or 
from a foreign country to any state in 
the United States. It does not apply, 
however, to automobiles operated and 
driven wholly within the state which is 
the residence of the owner. There is 
also a provision that nothing in the act 
shall be construed to exempt the holder 
of the proposed federal license from 
the provisions of the laws of any state 
in regard to the regulation of automo- 
biles, except that the holder of the 
federal license shall be exemrs from 
the provisions of all state laws in ref- 
erence to the registration of autome- 
biles and of licenses to 
same, if he shall have cempiled with 
the registration and license laws of his 
own state. 

In other words, automobile owners 
and operators who have taken out 
licenses in their heme states will be 
free to travel in all other states if they 
take out a federal license. 


Fee of $10 Kequired. 


To secure such federal registration 

for the machine the owner shall pay a 
fee of $10 for the first year and $5 for 
each year of renewal to the office of 
public roads of the department of agri- 
culture and file a verified application 
containing— 
2 1.—A brief description of the vehicle 
to be registered, including the name of 
the manufacturer, the manufacturer's 
number of the automobile, if any there 
is, the character of the motor power 
and the amouut of such power stated 
in figures of horse power. 

2. The name, address and residence 
of the owner, with a statement that 
such owner has complied with the pro- 
visions, if any there is, of the law of 
the state of his residence in regard to 
the registration and identification of 
said automobile. 

3. The registration num@er assigned 
to such automobile under such state 
law. 

4. Such other facts as may be re- 
quired by the secretary of agriculture. 

If the application is approved there 
will be issucd to the owner a certifi- 
cate of registration, setting forth all 
these essential facts, and a pair of 
number shields, which must be dis- 
played, ane on the front and the other 
on the rear, of the automobile when it 
is being driven in other states. These 
shields shall bear the letters, “U. 8S.,” 
the number of the license, an abbre- 
viation of the name of the state which 
is the residence of the owner, and the 
numerabs indicating the yoar for which 
the shield is issued. When operated at 
night there must be lights on the ma- 
chine that will illuminate both number 
shields. In. case of an accident in- 
volving injury to rerson «r property, 
the operator of the saachine must stop 
and make known his name and resi- 
dence and the name and residence of 
the owner of the machine. 


Fee for Drivers. 


For operators or drivers of machines, 
a license fee of $5 per annum is re- 
/ quired, and the applicant must fur- 
nish— 

First—A brief description of himself, 
and his name,’age, address and resi- 
dence, together with an unmounted 
photograph of himself, taken within 
thirty days of the date of the appli- 
cation. 

Second—A statement that the appli- 
eant has complied with the provisions, 
if any there be, of the law of his 
|} own state in reference to the opera- 
iticn of automobiles, and is duly au- 
| thorized to operate a machine in that 
state. 

Third—A statement of the expert- 
ence the applicant has had in the op- 
eratéon of automobiles and whether he 
has ever been convicted of a viola- 
tion of any law relating to the opera- 
tion of automobiles, and, if so, the 
nature of such violation. 

Fourth—The tiumber of the license 
or licenses, if any, for the operation 
of automobiles issued to such appli- 
cant for the current year ‘and the 
authority under which issued. 

Such applicat®on having been yerified 
snd it having been ascertdfned that 
un applicant is not less than twenty- 
one years of age, and is a capable, dis- 
creet and sober person and observant 
of the l#@ws regulating the use of 
highwayu by vehicles, the director of 
public roads shall issue a license con- 
taining a distinctive number, the pho- 
fograph and description of the lI- 
cense, and his name, age, address and 
residence. 

These licenses mugt be exhibited on 
the demand of any officer of the 
United States, or of any. state or sub- 
| division thereof. The use of any license 


by any person other than the one to! 
shall cause | 


| whom it was duly issued, 
the forfeiture of the licerfse, and an- 
other may not be issued for five years, 
at the discretion ‘of the secretary of | 
agriculture. 


Penalty Provision Rigid. 


The penalty provision of the pro-| 
posed law is rigid. It stipulates that 
“every person who shall knowingly | 
make any false statement under oath ' 
with respect to any application or oth- 
er matter herein provided for, or who. 
being lNcensed as an -operator here- 
under, shall, after causing injury to 
any person or property while operat- | 
ing an automobile, go away without 
‘making himself -nd his name and ad- | 
|dress and the name and address 
the owner of such automobile known, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall, upon conviction be 
punfshed by imprisonment not exceed- 
ing one year, or by a fine not exceed- 
tug $500, or by both fine and impris- 
onment, in the d..cretion of the court. 

“Every person who shall in any 
other respect violate any provision of 
this act or who shall possess or use any |; 
person shall, upon conviction, in addi- 
tion to other penalties or payments: 
herein provided, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $100, and if such 
violation be continuing in its nature it 
shall constitute a distinct offense for 
er f day it continues.”

ward tendency. This will co»tinue 
just so long as we import eggs from 
‘oreign cvuntries. The echo answers 
when? To those who cont cn plate 
raising poultry this season for tb tirst 
time, 1 say go slow; don't plung. .suy 
a few birds of the breed you mo.t pre- 
fer, or better still, one most adapted to 
your particular locality; study them; 
Keep a memo of which kind of feed 
produces the best results; which. hen 
lays the most, and best choped egg. 
Note any changes in physical condi- 
tion, and if any cause for ailment 
found, proceed to investigate, and so 
far as possible remove cause. But 
don’t doctor a well chicken, nor fill 
them up with lightning-egg makers, 
or other foul nostrums, made like the 
yatikee’s razor, for sale, not for use. 
There is only one way to make a hen 
Or pullet lay, and that is to have the 
breed, the feed and car*, and a per- 
fect knowledge of just when to hatch 
certain breeds so that the poultryman 
cana have a continuous flow of eggs 
from January to January. It’s really 
the secret of succéss with hens. ‘This 
subject will be more fully gone into 
before the hatching season closes so 
as to give you an opportunity if you 
care to grasp it, of learning how to 
have winter eggs. 


And now, it may appear strange to 
the members of our chicken club to 
find me holding meetings three times 
a week, instead of one, as heretofore. 
I hope it will be good news to all, and 
then you will show your appreciation 
by writing me often, so that your let- 
ters can be answered before becoming 
flat. It has been just six years since 
this department was started. How 
time flies! At that time no other 
paper carried a regular poultry de- 
partment conducted by a paid special- 
ist. Since then other papers have 
taken it up and are making a great 
biowing horn of it, as if they were 
pioneers in the undertaking. I am 
reminded of an old stereotyped business 
maxim, “We lead, others follow.”

I 
want to know if cane seed will kill 
little chickens? The good man was 
threshing some cane heads on the 
floor, and when he got through he 
swept the litter out in the yard. There 
being some seed among it, the hens 
and chicks scratched and pecked at 
them all the afternoon; next morning 
there was nine little chicks dead 
around the henhouse door. Any infor- 
mation wil be highly appreciated. Have 
learned many valuable things concern- 
ing chicks. I am anxious to know if 
the seed killed my chicks. I have about 
100 little ones, and haven't lost half a 
dozen until last night. 

Answer—Cane seed when fed in 
moderation are an excellent ration for 
adult and growing fowls. In fact, cane 
seed forms gne of the component parts 
of the most chick and hen feeds on 
the market today. Think, perhaps, the 
chicks had most too much of a good 
thing and overcrowded their little 
tummies. 

Don’t let this fatality deter you from 
feeding cane seed in future, in mod- 
eration,

“An appointment as satisfactory as 
it is surprising—and that is saying 
a g00d deal—is that of J. H. Hale, of 
Glastonbury, to be a railroad commis- 
sioner. 

“Mr. Hale is a man of intense en- 
thusiam and application. He always 
Wants to know why, and he is not sat- 
isfied with another man’s say-so. He 
also is amply qualified to act—he has 
abundant executive ‘ability. In addi- 
tion to mental qualifications that pe- 
cullarly fit him for serving the public 
well in such a supervisory capacity as 
commissioner, he has had extensive 
experience as a traveler.and a shipper. 

“The greatest problem he had to 
solve in his Georgia peach enterprise 
was the marketing of his fruit, and if 
we are not mistaken he persuaded: 
certain railroad officials in the south 
against their will. 

“By this it must not be assumed that 
Mr. Hale is arbitrary and unreason- 
able.

The Thriving Saloon Business 
Among the Steel Workers 
of Pittsburg. 


' In an article in the March American 
Magazine, Mr. John A. Fitch describes 
the life of the employees of the steel 
mills of Pittsburg, among whom he has 
just spent a year. He tells of the ter- 
rible strain under which they are driven 
in the mills, and explains that their 
only recreation is to be found in the 
saloons. As proof of the thriving busi- 
ness the saloons enjoy, Mr. Fitch says: 

| “McKeesport was a city of about 40,- 
-000 population, and there were sixty- 
nine saloons. On the Thursdays pre- 
ceding the semi-monthly pay days, 
which fall on Fridays and Saturdays, 
the three leading saloon keepers of the 
city drew from their bank accounts 
from $1,200 to $1,600 each in dollar bills 
and small denominations, to be used as 
change. Other saloon keepers drew 
varying amounts, and the total thus 
drawn each fortnight was over $60,000. 
On the Mondays after pay days the 
saloon keepers usually deposited double 
the amount drawn. These periodic 
leaps in deposits never failed to coin- 
cide with pay days, and the inevitable 
conclusion is that about $60,000 of steel 
workers’ wages are regularly expended
